Selectmen’s Report 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Orange: 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submit the following report 
for the year 1958: 


The Board organized with Henry A. White, Chairman; Edward F. 
Haley, Clerk; and Norman Batchelor, the third member. The Board 
accepted the resignation with regret of Norman Batcheldor on Sep- 
tember 1, 1958, because of health. 


The Selectmen wish to express their thanks and appreciation for 
the fine work and cooperation of the various Boards of the Town, the 
Elected Officials, the Department Heads and the Town Employees. 


Town Clerk Robert H. Anderson died July 28, 1958 at the age of 
seventy-seven, after serving the Town for thirty-seven years. The of- 
fice was filled for the rest of the year by the appointment of Ruth B. 
Smith. 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully call your attention to the 
reports of the various Boards and Officials of the Town in the follow- 
ing pages. 


The Selectmen took action on the Articles voted in the several 
Town Meetings, as well as attending to the making of appointments, 
the granting or refusing of licenses. attending hearings pertaining to 
the Town’s interests, and tried to promote the well being of the 
Town of Orange. One new appointment was that of Mrs. E. Margaret 
Burke as Civil Defense Director. Another special appointment was 
a local school investigating committee composed of Glenn E. Whitney, 
Louis Plotkin and Kenneth H. Noyes, and three members of the 
Orange School Committee, John F. T. Hart, Arthur Lundgren and 
James Donelan. 


One article voted by the Town was to paint the outside wood and 
trim on the Town Hall and another to install an oil burner. These two 
projects were done and the Selectmen feel the next step is to renovate 
the Main Hall of the Town Hall. The Selectmen have an article in 
the 1959 warrant for this work, and if voted and done possibly the 
following year money may be voted to do the necessary work in the 
lobbies and stairways leading to the Main Hall. The wall near the 
Fire Station and the South Main Street sidewalk will be done in 1959. 

On a page in the Town Report you will find a table showing the 
amounts of money spent on various services and expenses of the 
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Town. These amounts show the money expended and do not show 
any amounts to be reimbursed by the Federal Government, the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and the County of Franklin as in the 
Welfare program or Highway Chapter 81 and Chapter 90, or the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for aid to schools. It is readily 
apparent that the local schools and the Mahar Regional School are the 
costliest to the Town. The Selectmen feel that the Town has taken 
on a heavy burden in the building costs and interest on the bonds, and 
that although the Regional School is a separate branch of govern- 
ment and controlled by people outside of Orange that the Committee 
must use all economy measures possible and still render to the pupils 
a good education by the standards of today. The other Town expendi- 
tures must certainly be kept to a minimum, Keeping in mind a fair 
rate of pay for the employees within the ability of the Town to pay. 
The charts show what the costs were in 1950 and what the costs ap- 
pear to be for 1959. 


Near the end of the year the Selectmen received notice from the 
Department of Public Health that the Town must start planning and 
eventually install, a sewerage disposal plant. The Selectmen have an 
article to set up a Committee to investigate and report. 


In 1958, after going through the legal channels, the Town had to 
pay $6,500.00 for 6.5 acres of land for water purposes. The Town re- 
ceived $47,500.00 from the Commonwealth for damages to the water 
supply. The water supply obtained off West River Street and added 
to the water system in 1956 at a cost of $60,000.00 plus interest was 
done at the right time as Orange now has an adequate water supply. 


The most constant source of complaint in Orange is the dump; 
its location, smoke, and smell. The Board feels that the solution is to 
place the dump at a different location, outside the residential and 
industrial part of Orange. An article is in the 1959 warrant that 
allows discussion and any desired action. 

The Board appreciates the time and effort that the Finance 
Board has spent on the warrant and suggests that the people follow 
their recommendations. 


Again we thank all Boards and Committees and persons for their 
diligent work throughout the year.

Highway Department Report 


The work of this Department has been the regular upkeep of our 
roads, streets and sidewalks which are not included under Chapter 81 
or Chapter 90. Projects include the following: 


The constructing of 1043 Lin. Ft. of bituminous concrete sidewalk, 
and resetting granite curb on Bacon Street, also raising gutter 4” 
with bituminous concrete on Bacon Street a distance of 1163 ft. 


The cutting and burning of brush on the following roads: North 
Main Street, Mountain Road and North Orange. 


The bituminous patching and the gravel patching of all streets 
and roads each year before the start of Chapter 81 and Chapter 90. 


The reconstruction of many driveway approaches with bitumin- 
ous concrete due to the automobiles being made lower. 


This year we filled all cracks and holes wtih Asphalt Emulsion 
and sand from Whitney to Shelter Streets. 


The Briggs Street drainage system was continued again this year 
and consisted of the installation of 1034 ft. of 18” dia. Perf. ACCM 
pipe; 104 ft. of 12” dia. ACC pipe and six standard catch basins were 
also installed. 


The Mattawa drainage system was installed this year: 509 ft. of 
12” dia. Perf. ACCM pipe, 55 ft. of 15” dia. ACCM pipe. We were able 
to extend this system 188 ft. further than was voted at Town Meeting 
as the State gave permission to outlet on their land and the extra cost 
was paid for under Chapter 81. 


MUNICIPAL BUILDING 


The general maintenance of this building was kept up as usual, 
also roof repairs on one-half of the building were done and expect to 
finish the other half this year. 


SNOW AND ICE 


We had more than the average number of snow storms during 
the year, namely: 14 storms, a total of 64 inches; 25 inches in Janu- 
ary, 17 inches in February, 12 inches in March and 10 inches in De- 
cember. 


The average amount of sanding was done this year using 1131 
tons of sand, 25 tons of rock salt and 5 tons of calcium chloride. 
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We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses for 
private use on sidewalks. 


The snow fence, 6700 ft., was set out in different sections of the 
town where the drifting is most frequent, also 23 boxes were placed 
in convenient places. 


We also kept the east and west runways, the taxiway and the 
ramp plowed and sanded at the Airport. 


We also plowed and sanded the Mahar-Regional Schoo] street and 
parking lot. 


SHWEHRS 


We installed only 3 new house connections this year. We flushed 
and cleaned out the main lines where we have the most trouble. We 
cleaned out the usual amount of house stoppages this year. We in- 
stalled 76 ft. of 8” diam. V.C. pipe on Cloukey Avenue this year to 
take care of three houses. 


CHAPTER 90—MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 
Tully Road, a distance of 2.00 miles, 5815 gals. of Asphalt MC-5 was 
applied; Holtshire Road, a distance of 2.50 miles, 8220 gals. of Asphalt 
MC-5 was applied. A total of 14,035 gals. of Asphalt was applied seal- 
ing 52,802 sq. yds. of road. We also painted flexbeam guide rail and 
gravelled bank slopes on the Holtshire Road. 


CHAPTER 90 CONSTRUCTION 


Wendell Road: The work under this account was the installation 
of 30 ft. of 30” dia. ACCM pipe, the construction of 2 concrete head 
walls and the gravelling of about 200 ft. of road. 


East River St.: The work under this account consisted of con- 
structing 1,150 ft. of roadway, using 3,728 yds. of fill, 1,790 yds. of 
gravel, 32 yds. of loam, 12 ft. of 36” dia. ACCM pipe, installing 600 
ft. of Flexbeam guide rail, and tarring, making 1,150 ft. long and 24 
ft. wide of black top street. We also tarred and honed 1050 ft. of last 
year’s work. 


North Orange Road: The work under this account consisted of 
sealing with Asphalt MC-5, 1,250 ft. of road; the tarring with T-6, 
1,100 ft. of new work, the cutting of trees, widening, rough grading 
of 700 ft. and the installing of 3 drop inlets. 


North Main Street: The work under this account consisted of the 
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tarring with T-6, a distance of 2,200 ft., 1.029 ft. of 6” perf. pipe, 275 
ft. of 15” dia. ACCM pipe and 10 concrete head walls were installed. 
1,217 yds. of gravel was placed on road, all trees, brush and rough 
grading for a distance of 3400 ft. was done this year. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our streets and roads except 
Chapter 90 Maintenance work is carried out under this account. At 
the present time the State furnishes 67% of the total amount spent. 
The work constitutes the care and surfacing of both gravel and 
black top streets and roads with a total of 78 miles of accepted streets 
and roads, of which 49 miles are black top and 29 miles of gravel or 
dirt. 


The usual dragging and scraping of our gravel roads and streets, 
both in town and the outlying districts. 


This year the Tar and Asphalt business was divided between The 
Barrett Co., The Koppers Co., and The Independent Coal Tar Co., 
using 3,256 gals. of tar, 850 gals. MC-0, and 14,508 gals. of Asphalt 
covering the following streets and roads: North Main, .20 miles; 
Fryeville, 1.15 miles; Mattawa, .60 miles; Ball, .15 miles; Prospect, 
.22 miles; North Prospect, .10 miles; Mayo, .10 miles; High, .20 miles; 
Dexter, .15 miles; Mill, .17 miles; East Road, .18 mides; Royalston, .20 
miles; Walker, .05 miles; Hayden, .20 miles; Blodgett, .14 miles; Bur- 
rill, .30 miles; Chase, .45 miles Combs Ave., .15 miles; Highland, .10 
miles; Briggs, .25 miles; Airport, .10 miles. 


A total of 5.16 miles of streets and roads were resurfaced with 
tar or asphalt this year covering 61,688 sq. yds. 


The new tar work this year as follows: Eagleville, .40 miles; 
Harrison Ave., .20 miles; Royalston, .20 miles; Evergreen Driver, .17 
miles; Hickory, .15 miles. A total of 1.12 miles covering 12,840 sq. yds. 


The permanent work this year consisted of the widening and grav- 
elling of Harrison Ave., Royalston Road and the continuation of the 
North end of the Bast! road, which included cutting trees, removing 
stumps, excavating, gravelling and tarring. 


The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins and 
drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 203 ft. of 15” dia. 
ACCM pipe and on catch basin on Winter Street. The installation of 
one catch basin on E. River St. in front of Union Tool Co. 


The cutting of all brush on all streets and roads in Town and the 
outlying districts. 
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The bituminous patching of all black top streets and roads where 
needed. 

The gravel patching of the following streets and roads: 141 C. yds. 
on Poor Farm; 111 c. yds. Hickory; 90 c. yds. Poor Farm; 70 c. yds. 
Pine Hill; 66 c. yds. Ox Bow; 68 C. yds. Sentinel Elm; 60 c. yds. Eagle- 
ville; 80 c. yds. Athol; 74 C yds. Royalston; 42 C. yds. Wards; 28 C. 
yds. Jones Cemetery; 10 C. Yds. Walnut Hill; 20 C. Yds. Old South; 
16 C. Yds. Sunset Drive; 10 C. Yds. Cross. 


We continued the use of oil for dust control this year as same 
works out to good advantage over Calcium Chloride.

ARTICLE 2. Voted: That the Town accept the printed Town Report 
for 1957, and that the report of the town manager committee be read 
and filed. 

INTERIM REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER COMMITTEE 

The study committee which is trying to evaluate the merits of 
the Town Manager form of government presents this further interim 
report because we do not yet feel that we are in a position to make a 
final recommendation concerning adoption of this type of government. 

We have delved into the many problems that arise in connection 
with necessary legislative approval of this system of government. 
Our findings reveal that such approval is not an insurmountable task 
but nevertheless is one that presents many real problems that have 
to be coped with. We had hoped that this phase of the problem would 
be simplified by legislative approval of a standard charter form for 
towns. Such a charter for now exists for larger cities but is not pres- 
ently available for townships. As a matter of fact, the state legisla- 
ture has, within the past month, turned down such a standard charter 
form for this year. Further consideration will be given to this matter 
next fall and it is hoped that the results will be more favorable. 

The Committee would further like to point out a major problem 
that a town manager type of government would face within its own 
local government system. It could not control the school department, 
the board of public welfare, and civil service employees any more than 
the present system does. In spite of this fact, we feel that better co- 
ordination of other town departments could be effected. It therefore 
behooves this committee in the coming year to make a thorough study 
of each department to see where savings in operation, efficiency, etc. 
can be made. 

We therefor feel that this type of study during the coming year, 
together with legislation results this fall concerning adoption of a 
standard charter form for townships, will enable us to present to the 
voters of Orange our findings, so that a definite decision regarding 
adoption or rejection of the town manager form of government can be 
made at the next annual town meeting.

ATTENTION PARENTS OF AND MINORS BETWEEN 
THE AGES OF 14 AND 18 YEARS 


The Legislature in 1954 enacted into law provisions for the sale 
of hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years. 


The law briefly is as follows: 


1. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has not 
held a hunting license in this Commonwealth during a prior year, may 
obtain a hunting license by presenting to a city or town clerk a certi- 
ficate of competency, or providing an affidavit signed by the appli- 
cant’s parent or guardian stating that at all times, while hunting or 
target shooting, he or she will be accompanied by an adult over the 
age of 21 years. 


2. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has held 
a hunting license in the Commonwealth for a prior year, may obtain a 
hunting license by presenting to the city or town clerk, the license for 
a prior year or satisfactory evidence that he has held a license for a 
prior year. 


A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have suc- 
cessfully completed the course of instruction in the Minor’s Safe 
Handling of Firearms Program conducted by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Division of Law Enforcement. 


Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take the 
course of instruction are advised to write to the Division of Law En- 
forecement, 15 Ashburton Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts, for an ap- 
plication to take the course of instruction in the Minor’s Safe Hand- 
ling of Firearms Program. 


Minors 14 years of age who will become 15 years of age during 
the hunting season, may apply for and receive this instruction.

At the Annual Meetig of Animal Inspectors in Greenfield, the 
following may be of interest: 


Calfhood vaccination is very important in the control of Bru- 
cellosis. This should mean more profit to the farmers. 


There were found 152,373 cattle in Massachusetts in 1957 from 
the census by the Division of Livestock Disease Control. 


During 1957 20,000 entered the State of Massachusetts on Health 
Permits. 5,000 head were exported to other places. 


No cases of Sleeping Sickness in 1958 reported, against 47 cases 
in 1957, which shows evidence of this Department to handle Disease 
Control. 


So far, we have kept Rabies out. But a constant vigil is neces- 
sary. Dog bites of any sort should be treated as dangerous. And if 
any doubt, have your Animal Inspector quarantine them for 14 days, 
it could save a life. 


Orange cattle owners have not all been certified as yet, but 
have all been 100% free from Brucellosis (or Bangs Disease). 


Thanking everyone for their efforts, and trusting this will be 
of interest,

In order that all concerned fully understand the functions of 
the Public Health Nurse, a definition of Public Health Nursing is 
necessary. To understand the functions of the Public Health Nursing 
program, enables the reader to appreciate the data given in the 
statistical section of this report. If one is able to assimilate the statis- 
tical section of this report, a full appreciation of the benefits ren- 
dered by the Visiting Nurses’ Association is realized. 


It is the responsibility of the Public Health Nurse to assist in 
analyzing health problems and related social problems of families 
and individuals; to help them, with the aid of community resources, 
to formulate an acceptable plan for the protection and promotion of 
their own health, and to encourage them to carry out the plan. The 
Public Health Nurse: 


1. Helps to secure early medical diagnosis and treatment for 
the sick. 


2. Renders or secures nursing care of the sick, teaches through 
demonstration and supervises care given by relatives and attendants. 


3. Assists the family to carry out medical, sanitary, and social 
procedures for the prevention of disease and the promotion of health. 


4. Helps to secure adjustment of social conditions which affect 
health. 


5. Influences the community to develop public health facilities 
through participating in appropriate channels of community educa- 
tion for the promotion of a sound, adequate community health pro- 
gram. Shares in community action leading to betterment of health 
conditions. 


An excellent illustration of one of the phases of public health 
nursing is the participation of both Association nurses in the re- 
cently completed Civil Defense Program, wherein a large group was 
instructed in the various phases of civil defense first aid. The course 
was a two-semester one and regarded by all concerned as a very 
successful educational undertaking.

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Report of Airport Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


1958 was a year of decision on many matters concerning the 
Orange Municipal Airport. Outstanding among these was the fate 
of commercial air service which was initiated 5 years ago by North- 
east Airlines. 


The past year was one of heavy snowfall which caused excep- 
tional expenditures for snow removal and in the middle of February 
caused the Airport to be closed to commercial air traffic for 2 
weeks. 


Early in the year Mr. Herbert Bixler, Assistant to the President 
of Northeast Airlines met with the Airport Committee of the Orange 
Chamber of Commerce and presented preliminary facts and figures 
which he said Northeast could only construe as justification for the 
discontinuance of their operations here. Through the efforts of the 
Orange Chamber of Commerce and, more particularly, the Airport 
Committee, Northeast was induced to institute “ideal” air service to 
New York City on a 2-round-trips-a-day basis. This was to be a 2 
month trial, the outcome of which would clearly indicate the passen- 
ger potential in the Greenfield, Orange, Athol] area. The average pas- 
senger load was about 3 per flight as a result of the extra service 
given during May and June. Northeast continued the service during 
July and then curtailed to one flight a day during the remainder of 
the time. These results caused Northeast to apply to the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board for indefinite suspension of service at the Orange 
Airport. The Orange group, in conjunction with representatives from 
Greenfield and Athol, filed a counter petition objecting to Northeast’s 
request and citing their apathy during the past 5 years and their 
lack of all-out effort to generate more business. Even during the 
2 month trial period they did very little to promote their own inter- 
ests. After reviewing the facts, the Civil Aeronautics Board granted 
Northeast Airlines a temporary suspension without a hearing for a 
period of 2 years. 


The major source of income at the Airport ceased with the de- 
parture of Northeast Airlines. To counteract this unfortunate event, 
the Airport Commission shut down the Radio Homing Beacon tempo- 
rarily, reduced field maintenance, and plowing to a very minimum 
and closed the new Administration Building except for meetings and 
occasional weekend visitors. 
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The Silver Wings Company of Fitchburg signed a 5 year contract 
to perform the functions of Airport Manager in exchange for all the 
income from general aviation at the field such as flight instruction, 
airplane sales and rentals, and the sale of gasoline and aviation 
supplies. They started their operation on the first of June but aban- 
doned the field early in December since they said they were unable 
to make money. 


While the die was being cast on the fate of Northeast Airlines, 
the Airport Commission in conjunction with the Chamber of Com- 
merce were working with Senator Ralph Mahar to investigate the 
possibility of having the Aviation Combat Unit of the Massachusetts 
National Guard established in Orange. It had been learned that the 
Unit would move from Fort Devens in Ayer and that other Airports 
were being considered. Consequently, the Site Survey Committee of 
the National Guard visited Orange and considered our Airport as 
one of the possible locations. Late in December General Harrison 
called Orange representatives to Boston to reveal that, while Orange 
has an ideal field, the Committee had decided in favor of the Fitch- 
burg Airport. He did not dismiss the Orange Airport for considera- 
tion in future developments but could make no concrete promises. 


While all of these things were going on, the Athol-Orange Aero 
Club continued to function as usual and the Drag Trials, again 
sponsored by the Orange Kiwanis Club, had their 6 meets as in the 
past. Due to Federal Regulations against closing an Airport for ‘hot 
rodding” the drags were set up on another runway where the racing 
and access of the spectators and contestants to the field could be 
carried on without interfering with movements of aircraft. 


In the summer the American Legion sponsored the Mills Broth- 
ers Circus for a one day performance. This interesting activity was 
set up on the front part of the Airport property between East River 
Street and the field. 


Members of the Airport Commission spent a few Saturdays in 
painting the Compass headings on the runways in numbers 30 feet 
high and 3 feet wide. The Commission arranged for the construction 
of a Wind Tee by furnishing plans and materials to Mr. Dana Prouty, 
instructor of advanced woodworking at the Mahar Regional School. 
This project has been completed and when the valuable device is 
installed next spring we will have a wind indicator for aircraft 
which is better than the traditional wind sock. Our sincere thanks 
and appreciation to Mr. Prouty and the group of boys who built the 
Wind Tee. 


The coming year may see renewed and interesting activity since 
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several proposals from various agencies for setting up business on 
the Airport are now being considered. 


The Commission wishes to express its sincere appreciation to 
the various groups and individuals in Town who have given their 
most generous support when things at the Airport are at a low ebb.

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Report of Board of Public Welfare

Gentlemen: 


Old Age Assistance cases averaged 1591/3 cases per month dur- 
ing the year 1958. The year began with 157 cases, dropped to 154, 
and ended the year with 165. Although 21 cases were closed during 
the year, 17 by death, there were more cases opened than closed. 
Depletion of resources, in many instances because of excessive 
medical expenses, or loss of income because of the employment situ- 
ation, either directly or through its effect on the contributions of 
children, was the major reason behind the new applications. 


Total assistance in this category amounted to $177,814.83. State 
and Federal reimbursements were $155,524.34, leaving a net cost to 
the Town of $22,290.49. 


Aid to Dependent Children averaged 30 cases per month, ranging 
between 28 and 32 cases during the year. The effects of the employ- 
ment situation continue to be felt in the increase of cases handled. 
Separated parents are not making regular contributions to the sup- 
port of children because of being unemployed, and in other instances 
it would seem that unemployment and financial problems are con- 
tributing to the breakup of family units. With few employment op- 
portunities for these wives, they have had to apply for supplemental 
assistance. 


Assistance rendered in this category amounted to $73,649.59, with 
reimbursements from State and Federal governments amounting to 
$42,166.91. The net cost to the Town was $31,482.68. 


Disability Assistance continued its downward trend for the sec- 
ond consecutive year. The monthly average in this category was 22 
cases in 1956, 181/3 in 1957, and 16 2/3 in 1958. As in 1957, part of 
this drop is due to the fact that some cases qualified for Old Age 
Assistance, and were transferred to that category. 


Total Assistance amounted to $17,054.76 with receipts from State 
and Federal governments of $13,606.56, leaving a net cost to the 
Town of $3,448.20. 
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General Relief, in comparison with past years, reflected the 
tight employment situation in a continuing high monthly caseload 
which averaged 11 cases per month. Contrary to past years, the 
opening of seasonal jobs in the Spring of the year did little to alleviate 
the need for assistance. While most of the assistance granted was 
temporary, and of short duration, need of assistance through this 
category remained relatively high throughout the entire year. Where 
the need was based upon unemployment, and the applicant was 
physically able to work, but unable to find employment, such assist- 
ance as was given was worked out for various departments of the 
Town. The amount of such assistance worked out amounted to 1,064 1/4 
hours. 


Total assistance rendered amounted to $12,535.23, of which 
$2,975.80 was billed by other towns for relief granted to Orange 
settled cases. Of this amount, $2,615.83 is reimbursable by the State 
for unsettled cases, and $2,242.05 by other Towns for their settled 
cases.

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Report of Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Parents and the lay group, who give little attenticn and thought 
to individual and community health, should become interested and 
concerned over health problems. The number of contagious diseases 
reported to us during 1959 is not a true picture, unless such diseases 
are reported by the attending physician. Summary of the total cases 
reported are: Dog Bite 1; Chicken Pox 1; Measles 16; Mumps 14; 
Scarlet Fever 9; Hepatitis 1. 


The Toxoid Clinic, the Salk vaccine Clinic were held for the 
Pre-school and school children. The Salk vaccine included the adults, 
especially pregnant mothers. Booster shots were also given for better 
protection to the individual. 


These Clinics involve considerable time by the staff and parents 
alike, but pay off for better health protection to the individual against 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, Tetanus and Polio each year. 


Our objective is, to control and eventually to eradicate diseases, 
through inoculations. Tuberculosis control program is stressed all 
through the State, attempting to solve problems relating to all chest 
diseases. 


We recommend, the Tuberculosis Mass Testing and X-ray Pro- 
gram, in the schools, such as pupils in the High School, teaching per- 
sonnel, all persons employed, teachers, food handlers, janitors, school 
bus drivers, and nurses. The mass X-ray for schools to be held in the 
school building. Free Chest X-ray Clinics are held at the Athol Me- 
morial Hospital once a month. Franklin County Public Hospital, by 
appointment, through the Franklin County Public Health Association, 
all cases going through the Clinics in the hospitals are recommended 
by their physicians. There is the erroneous idea that tuberculosis is 
a thing of the past. 


The weekly collections of rubbish and garbage was extended 
from Wheeler Ave. east around Rogers and Smith Avenues; South 
Road from Orry Rogers to Morton Brown’s residence and Cloukey 
Ave. We believe this extension was necessary. 


Complaints to the Board varied, each case was investigated. 
Corrections were made as far as possible. 
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The Dump in back of the Orange Shoe Shop was taken care of 
by Norman Rivers. Gravel was taken from the back of the dump 
and used to bury the rubbish. The Board of Health gave Mr. Rivers 
the right to do as he thought best and to charge the town what he 
thought was right. In March the Board thought it better to put the 
care of the dump up for bid, separate from collection bid. Mr. Rivers 
was low bidder which was four hundred ($400.00) dollars a month. 
The Board assumed that Mr. Rivers knew what the job entailed and 
how to do the job. This year as in the past years fires were started 
by someone and it was felt that they were not accidental fires. The 
Board tried to find out who was lighting the fires and offered a fifty 
- dollar ($50.00) reward to anyone that could give the information. Mr. 
-. Rivers stated to the Board members, that he saw a man with his 
grandson light a fire. The man said his eight year old grandson 
started the fire. The fifty dollar reward was paid to Mr. Rivers. 
There have been so many complaints from people of the Shoe Shop 
district including the Shoe Shop management that the selectmen, the 
Chamber of Commerce and many others have all said, “move the 
‘* dump.” The question is “where.” One of the selectmen gave a great 
deal of publicity to his views regarding the dump and the way it was 
_. being handled. This selectman said, that the dump should not be 
put up for bid and that the caretaker should be allowed to charge 
what he wanted to do. Four hundred dollars a month was not enough 
to do a good job. A committee of citizens took the Board of Health 
* members to the south side of the Air Port which is four miles from 
the center of town. The trench method of sanitary land fill could be 
used, but the cost of making a road to the site and the extra cost 
of cartage made it no more desirable than at the present site. It was 
felt that if fires could not be stopped in the present dump, how could 
the Board stop the fires on the air port? 


The State Board of Health was called in and Dr. Walter Lee 
sent a sanitary engineer to the present site. The engineer said that 
. the dump covered too much area and that the rubbish should be 
covered completely. The engineer stated that the present site was 
right for the sanitary land fill method. He also stated that he recom- 
mended that if salvage was taken from the dump, it should be taken 
away at once and not left at the dump. 


The Fire Department has tried to keep the fires out but water 
only tends to check the fires which adds to the smoke nuisance. 


The Road Department also has tried to help cover the dump 
with sand. The sanitary agent has taken care of the rats, although 
this swamp is a natural place for rats to thrive. Controlling the rats 
at the dump helps to kill the rats all around the swamp. To those

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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the year 
1958. 


Insofar as the annual election of town officers for the current 
year failed to provide any public spirited citizens to fill the vacancies 
of the Planning Board, this report is of necessity that of a personal 
nature. It is very evident that the lack of interest in town planning 
eliminates the need for a Planning Board; so I, therefore, recom- 
mend that the duties of the Planning Board be relegated to the 
Board of Selectmen, and that those duties which pertain to the Park 
Department be assumed by the Highway Department. I do, also, 
recommend that Mr. Luther Brown be retained to care for Butter- 


field Park. 


The use of the baseball diamond at Butterfield Park has been 
increased during the past year, and the condition of the playing field, 
under the care of Mr. Brown, has been improved. It is hoped that 
this facility of the Park Department will continue to be Kept in good 
condition, as it provides one of the most used recreational areas in 


the town. 


The Orange Recreational Association has initiated a program for 
the young people of our town, which has had the support cf the 
Planning Board, and which I trust will continue to be given the finan- 
cial aid it deserves. This program has helped to extend the money 
provided for this purpose, so that it has been able to cover a greater 
area and to service more of the young people. 


The South Beach at Lake Mattawa continues to be the major 
recreational facility for people of all ages, and is greatly in need of 
progressive improvement. Some type of toilet arrangement is grad- 
ually becoming a necessity, as its lack has become a nuisance to the 
neighboring property owners. There is also need for some type of bath 
house or suitable building where the clothing may be changed. The 
supervision and life guard service at the beach has been excellent, 
but the safety equipment for the use of the life guard is still not 
adequate with consideration of the number of people for whom he is 
responsible. Some action by the Board of Selectmen concerning the 
boating regulations would tend to decrease the accident hazard at 
the South Beach and relieve the life guard in his duties. 
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This report is made with some regret that the people of the town 
have never shown any interest in a Planning Board, and in the hope 
that in the future, the true importance of town planning may become 
more and more evident. This board could be one of the governing 
factors in the growth and development of our town.

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Fourth Annual Report of the 
Ralph C. Mahar Regional School 


To the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Committee: 


I herewith submit my Fourth Annual Report to the School 
Committee and the voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School 
District. 


With the building completed and all rooms and facilities 
available a logical question in the minds of voters and school 
committeemen alike can well be, “What use is being made of 
these facilities by the students and staff?” 


Much of my report will be an attempt to answer this question. 
In so doing, I have combined the reports of the principal and the 
several departments. 


The school day at the Regional School is divided into six 
periods of fifty five minutes each. School hours are from 8:05 to 
2:27. Faculty hours are from 7:50 to 3:00. Following the procedure 
started last year, approximately 15 minutes of each period is set 
aside for supervised study. In this way, the school allows time 
for students to receive individual assistance when and where it is 
most valuable. The longer period reduces the need for study halls 
thus allowing both faculty and students to schedule their time to 
more advantage. The activity period schedule has been changed 
this year. One one-hour period is now set aside weekly for all 
grades to schedule such clubs as Fish and Game, Wrestling, 
Outdoor Club, School Paper, Music Listening Club, Future Home 
Makers, and Future Nurses’ Club to list a few. The high school 
Glee Club of over 100 voices practices at this time, while the 
junior high chorus of 140 students is scheduled on a special rotat- 
ing schedule. Make-up period time is arranged from 2:30 to 3:00, 
four days weekly. In addition, the school library is maintained 
for study from 2:30 to 4:00, four days each week in order that 
students waiting for buses and those wishing to do additional 
library work may do So. 


The curriculum has been extended this year to include a class 
in World Literature, primarily planned to provide additional his- 
torical and literary background for college bound students, and 
German I, a course designed to expand our language offerings 
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particularly for those students with scientific career objectives. 
Courses of study are being planned in the major subject areas 
this year. Department meetings are scheduled regularly in mathe- 
matics, science and English. 


The acceleration program is developing satisfactorily. The 
group which began Algebra I last year is now completing Algebra 
II and will also be able to finish Geometry by the end of the cur- 
rent year. This means that this group has been able to complete 
three courses in the time usually allowed for two. Grade 9 
students are now scheduling Biology which will allow this high 
ability group to schedule Chemistry in Grade 10 and Physics in 
Grade 11. Several 10th grade students are taking both Chemistry 
and Biology this year, hoping to achieve the same goal. In Eng- 
lish, we now have accelerated groups in all high school classes. 
Much curriculum study is at present going into the English pro- 
gram beginning with Grade 7. One important aspect of the 
study to date has been the decision to complete the study of 
grammar at the end of Grade 10, thus allowing time in the upper 
two years to emphasize literature and writing. 


The various aspects of a comprehensive guidance and testing 
program have begun to take form this year. Under the direction 
of Mr. Manning, a testing program which includes securing in- 
formation relative to each student’s ability to learn, the level of 
education each student has gained and the securing of know- 
ledge concerning the individual’s specific academic abilities has 
provided valuable information to the school administration in 
programming our students. A start has also been made in test 
research on our test results and a placement program for the 
Seniors has ‘also been initiated. Over 50% of our 1958 graduates 
were assisted in post secondary school placement. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Decatur Butler, the classes in 
Group Guidance have been primarily keyed to acquainting stu- 
dents with the various aspects of the school program, explaining 
the use and results of test data and assisting each student with 
his educational planning and selection of courses to prepare 
him for his career objective. It has proved to be economically 
worthwhile and educationally sound to carry out this guidance 
function in groups rather than by individual counseling alone. 
Pupils in the senior class are counseled individually and in groups 
of career choices. 


A well diversified program of music under the direction of 
Mr. Malcolm Hall, music director, has been carried out during the 
past year. The program reaches a large number of our students in 
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all grades as a result of our philosophy of “music for all.” The 
high school band and junior band totalling 160 players along with 
50 in the twirling corps presented a number of programs at the 
school as well as taking part in the Western Massachusetts Music 
Festival, Memorial Day parade, spring concert, Christmas program 
and football games. The chorus and glee club appeared for 
special programs such as the Christmas Open House, minstrel 
show, music festival, spring concert and special assemblies. Both 
instrumental groups took part in the various All-State activities 
held throughout the state. The department also has presented 
outside groups to the people of the area. The Boston University 
Choral Art Society appeared last January and were so well re: 
ceived that they were scheduled again this year in addition to 
the Amherst College Band Concert program recently scheduled in 
the Mahar auditorium. Our own groups have attended the Boston 
Pops and the Columbus Boys’ Choir program at the University of 
Massachusetts. 


A broad interscholastic and intra-mura] athletic program has 
been initiated during the past year. Fall sports include field 
hockey for girls, soccer, junior high football, junior varsity foot- 
ball and varsity football for the boys. The winter program con- 
sists of basketball teams for all groups. The spring program in- 
cludes junior high, junior varsity and varsity baseball for the 
boys and junior high and varsity softball for girls. Track is also 
a major boys’ sport which is becoming increasingly more popular. 
In order to organize and manage such a comprehensive program, 
Mr. Hellen and the school administration have developed a 
complete set of policies concerning the scheduling of games, 
awarding of letters, rules of participation, eligibility, etc. The 
philosophy of both the physical education program and our inter- 
scholastic program has been carefully defined. The emphasis is 
on developing, through our athletic program, boys and girls of 
good character, respect for good health, and ability to “play the 
game” in the proper way. 


The social program of the school is organized early in the 
year by a committee of faculty members and students represent- 
ing the major organizations and classes. A baalnce is attempted 
between the various classes to give each group its share of 
socials and major social events. The emphasis on all events has 
been maintained on educational and social values rather than on 
raising money. A welcome party for ‘Grade 7 and Grade 10 in 
September is followed by the Junior Prom in November, a Sopho- 
more Hop in January, and a Senior Ball in June. Also scheduled 
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are two sets of one-act plays, Senior High 3-act play, musical 
programs, minstrel show, and other social activities regularly 
scheduled by the various departments of the school. Through 
these activities, I feel that the school does meet the needs of our 
students to develop proper social skills as well as school unity 
and spirit. 


Evidences of good teaching can be found in all of the rooms 
in the science wing and in the Junior High classrooms. The pupils 
are becoming more interested in the science subjects and the fine 
equipment is allowing our teachers to take full advantage of this 
new interest. 


Both Home Economics for the girls and the shop courses for 
the boys are continuing to fill a long felt need. They provide a 
worthwhile subject area for our boys and girls who do not plan to 
continue schooling in any post-secondary institution. Many of our 
students who do plan further study find the practical knowledge 
gained from taking courses in these two areas of interest and 
value to them. These areas have been long neglected in the 
schools in this area and we find that more study and experience 
is needed before we can truly say we have the Practical Arts 
Curriculum at a point where it is as strong as we would like 
to have it if it is to meet the needs of all the pupils electing 
this pattern. 


The special class, under the able direction of Mrs. Marguerite 
Heckman, has proved to be very beneficial. Pupils in her class 
are getting the individual attention they have needed in the basic 
fundamentals. Plans are underway to expand this program so 
that the boys and girls will develop attitudes and work habits 
that will be wanted by future employers. This will include actual 
apprenticeship work in the cafeteria, on the school grounds and 


in skills involved in the maintenance of the school building. 


A program of studies for 1959 has been carefully prepared 
after hours of preliminary work by the administration and study 
and discussion by the ‘Regional Committee. It contains what are 
known to be the essentials of a good educational program and 
allows for a certain number of free electives on the part of the 
student. A major work such as this should be studied by all citi- 
zens interested in the schools of the community. For that reason 
I am including it as a part of my report for 1958.

Although the patterns present a rather rigid, inflexible program 
it has been found that at least 75% of our students’ needs are met 
very well through the adopted schedule. Provision is made for 
the other students, ‘after consultation with the parents and the 
Guidance Department, to cut across pattern lines and elect a 
program tailored for them. 


For economic reasons Spanish I has been dropped from the 
curriculum as has “on-the-road” Driver Training unless a parent 
pays for this training. In 1960-1961 Spanish II will also be dropped. 
Our shops and Household Arts rooms will be utilized so fully 
next year by regular 5 credit courses that the very popular 2 
credit courses in cooking and woodworking for both boys and girls 
will have to be eliminated. 


Adult classes were begun this fall. The response was far 
above expectations. Not only are the usual Evening Practical Arts 
courses popular but so are academic subjects such as French, Al- 
gebra, English, History and Commercial subjects. Many residents 
of the three towns have begun a definite program aimed at com- 
pletion of courses required for a high school diploma. At least 
four people will be eligible to receive the coveted high school 
diploma with the graduating closs in June. Mr. John Roche de- 
serves much credit for getting this program off to such a fine start. 
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The administration is continually looking for ways of utilizing 
our staff more efficiently and hence more economically. This past 
half year we have used the auditorium for many large classes, 
handled by one teacher. Mr. Manning gave all his tests here, 
working with a complete class rather than with 30 pupil groups as 
previously. Mr. Spadafora has but two different sections in Driver 
Training whereas at least 5 sections would have been required. 
Mr. Hall and Mrs. Decker have scheduled large vocal music 
groups. These may appear to be small achievements in the field 
of better utilization of the staff but it would seem wise to proceed 
slowly in experimenting with the future of our young people. 


Much progress has been made in eliminating time consuming 
paper work through the development of a records system utilizing 
I.B.M. equipment. Although originally begun as a means for 
speeding up the complicated process of scheduling the pupils, new 
areas where time can be saved have become ‘apparent. Much 
credit for this development goes to Mr. Magee, Mr. Manning and 
Mr. Edward Swim for their willingness to put in so much extra 
time in exploring this possibility. The Region is indeed fortunate 
to have a man such as Mr. Swim who is interested in the school 
and willing to devote time to its problems, and regional] indust- 
ries that are always ready to offer the services of its staff when- 
ever they can be of assistance to the school. 


All employees of the school from Mr. Cook down have been 
most faithful in carrying out their expected duties. Under Mr. 
Cook’s able leadership the morale has been fine and the task of 
uniting pupils from several different schools into one has pro- 
gressed at a very commendable speed.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Orange: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as your superintend- 
ent of schools. This past year has seen the beginning of a second 
phase in the long range plan for the education of the children in the 
town of Orange. 

Accomplishments 

The conversion of the high school building (by action of the 
School Committee, now called the “Orange Elementary School’) into 
an elementary school building was successfully completed only through 
hard work and wonderful spirit of cooperation shown by the teachers 
involved in the change and the local contractors working on the 
project. 

Our teachers have done more than might logically be expected of 
them by packing the books and supplies to be moved and unpacking 
them before the start of school in September. Thanks to the expert 
leadership of Miss Mary Roache they are successfully meeting the 
challenge of welding fourteen rooms into a fine elementary school. 

The floor of the gymnasium has been given a protective floor 
seal and the walls of the lower half of the gym were painted during 
the Christmas recess. This has added much to the appearance of the 
room. 

Housing all of the fifth and sixth grade pupils in one building 
should prove to be a great improvement in our school system. In 
these grades many activities that can be shared by several classes are 
carried out, especially when facilities such as a gymnasium and audi- 
torium are readily available. 

A questionnaire was sent to all parents to determine the reaction 
to the revised report card. A very large majority of questionnaires were 
returned and the feeling was almost unanimous that the new cards 
gave the information on pupils’ progress desired. 

Mrs. Songer has made starting a special class a rather easy job 
for me. She worked many hours during the summer to prepare the 
room for this specialized type of teaching. The results of one half 
year are very satisfying. Parents of these children have shown their 
appreciation of the more individualized instruction she is giving these 
pupils. The services provided through this class have been needed in 
Orange for some time. 

Our Needs 

I very strongly recommend that a system be set up for rotating 
painting our schools in the very immediate future. It is only by this 
means that our schools can be kept looking well without feeling the 
tax impact whenever a building has to be repainted. No extensive 
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painting has been done at the Dexter Park School since it was built 
six years ago. The upper half of the gymnasium at the Orange Ele- 
mentary School as well as the hallways and the remainder of the 
rooms not redecorated this summer should also be given a coat of 
paint. If a definite decision to continue the use of Cheney School 
has been made, redecoration of this building should also begin soon. 

Thought should be given to the possibility of a rearrangement of 
classes at the Gale Brooks School. Presently the two teachers are 
handling three grades each. It is very difficult, especially in the first 
three grades, to do justice to each pupil under these conditions. As 
soon as it is economically feasible each teacher should have no more 
than two grades. 

Although adjustment to the changes at the Orange Wiemantane 
School is proceeding satisfactorily, it has been found that, in many 
ways, there are more pupils housed in the building than can readily 
be served by the auxiliary facilities of the school. Some of the rooms 
have proved to be too small for the class sizes. A solution to this prob- 
lem seems imperative. 

Financial Picture 

Every effort has been made to keep expenses at a minimum and 
at the same time provide good educational opportunities. In spite 
of curtailment in many areas, inflationary costs make it practically 
impossible to show any appreciable cuts in the budget. 

Some relief can be shown in tuition costs to neighboring trade 
schools. Since there is an industrial arts department at the Regional 
School many of our pupils find that they can receive the training they 
desire without going to trade school to get this training. 

It is with personal regret that I note that two of the present 
school committeemen will not seek re-election in March. Both Dr. 
Harold Mahar and John Hart have displayed real educational states- 
manship during my altogether too brief contacts with them. Their 
grasp of school problems is very keen and they have always been 
willing to study thoroughly any matters unfamiliar to them. The bene- 
fit of their long years of service will be sorely missed.

For the benfit of those parents who possess either little or no 
knowledge of the school nurse’s roles in the school picture, the follow- 
ing information is presented. 


1. The school nurse participates in formulating and developing 
a health program based on the needs of the student. 

2. Assists the school physician in the examination of students 
and the interpretation of findings to teachers, parents and chil- 
dren. 

3. Teaches the value of adequate health supervision and facilities 
for medical and nursing care and assists in securing correction 
of defects. 
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4, Inspects students and instructs teachers and parents to observe 
and recognize deviations from normal health. 

5. Assists in the control of communicable diseases through teach- 
ing the recognition of early symptoms, the importance of isola- 
tion and the value of immunization. 

6. Promotes the maintenance of a healthful school environment, 
physical and emotional. 

7. Arranges for the care of emergency and minor injuries and 
illness in accordance with medical standing orders. 

The Association, in keeping with one of its aims—a well-informed 

- nursing staff—cooperated with the State Public Health Department in 

sending both nurses to school for an advanced course in school nurs- 

‘ing. One nurse attended the University of Massachusetts and the other 

attended Simmons College.

In the Orange Schools the general health was better. Fewer poor 
teeth were noted. 

Figures for the separate schools are not available. The total ex- 
amined in both Mahar Regional and Orange was 334. Of these 198 
showed no defects—which is good. Nine were found who had two or 
more defects. Tabulation gave Posture 16, Teeth 30, Throat 7, Eyes 
10, Feet and spine 21, Malnutrition 9, Nail biting 61, Other 12. You 
can see that about one in five are nail biters. 

Examinations for football numbered 27, field hockey 30. Eleven 
immunizations for diphtheria and 14 boosters were given. 77 parents 
were present, which shows a healthy interest.

ARTICLE 88: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to repair the Town ambulance, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 39: To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Assessors to use from Free Cash a sum of money to re- 
duce the tax rate in accordance with Section 7, Chapter 798, 
Acts and Resolves of 1951, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 40: To see if the Town will vote to allow the 
Airport Commission to apppoint one of its members as Air- 
port Manager and to pay for his services, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 41: To see if the Town will vote to instruct 
the Town Treasurer to invest the money in the Water Dam- 
age Reserve Account in Government bonds and use these 
funds to met the bond payments on the Additional Water 
Supply Loan, or take any action in relation thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant, by posting 
up attested copies thereof at the Post Offices in Orange and 
North Orange, seven days at least before the time of holding 
said meeting and by publishing attested copies thereof, in 
the local newspapers, in said Town, once at least before the 
time of holding said meeting.
